Truce in Korea? 


Gen. Mark Clark’s letter to the 
Communists asking them to set a date 
for signing of a Korean truce is a tipoff 
that the UN is willing to go ahead with 
or without ROK President Syngman 
Rhee’s co-operation. 

Rhee’s actions have been embar- 
rassing to the United States and to the 
UN. However, it is unthinkable that he 
should be allowed to dictate the terms 
of a truce in a war that was undertaken 
to prevent his country’s conquest by 
force—a goal that has been attained, 
at Jeast temporarily. 

There is definite evidence that the 
Chinese and the Russians desire a truce 
in Korea. The all-embracing ‘peace 
offensive” of the Kremlin cannot suc- 
ceed as long as the war continues there. 
The Chinese have accomplished their 
purpose of keeping American troops 
off their Yalu border. 

The riots in East Germany and the 
satellite states point to the fact that the 
Kremlin is in deeper trouble than we 
knew or had anticipated. The time 
would appear to be ripe for the West 
to take the lead in demanding free elec- 
tions and other steps to throw off the 
Soviet yoke in the enslaved countries. 
It is not a time for either a policy of 
defiance or appeasement, but for a re- 
affirmation of the policy of containment 
and a refusal to accept as final enslave- 
ment of overrun countries. 

Russia needs a truce in Korea, not 
only to put her own house in order, but 
hecause until the Korean War ends she 
cannot hope for success in her objective 
of dividing the United States and her 
allies and in preventing rearmament of 
Western Germany. 

And so, in event of a truce, the com- 
ing Bermuda conference assumes even 
greater importance. The time has come 
for a reaffirmation of Western aims and 
for unity on objectives. Disagreement 
among the Allies and the retirement of 
the United States into isolation would 
be the worst that could happen. 

Transfer of the struggle from the 
military. to the economic, diplomatic 
and ideological areas will present the 
United States with problems equal to 
any we have already met. It calls for 
binding the free world more closely 
than ever before by ties of trade, cul- 
ture and common policy. 

Despite the problems, ending of the 
Korean War, German unification and 
accord with our Allies should not be 
beyond the capacity of wise statesman- 
ship. 

Let us pray that Moscow's new tac- 
tics doa not succeed in destroying that 
unity which the old methods have made 
mandatory.

Rehabilitation Center 
Would Be Worth Cost 


The committee on chronic illness of 
the Medical Association of Georgia, 
headed by Atlanta's able Dr. L. Minor 
Blackford, has recommended that a re- 
gional vocational rehabilitation center 
be established in Atlanta. It would 
serve patients from South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Tennessee and other 
states as well as Georgia. 

From a social and economic stand- 
point, such.a center would be a great 
asset to Georgia and the South. As im- 
perfect as it is, the work of the Divi- 
cion of Vocational Rehabilitation of the 
Georgia Department of Education has 
demonstrated already what can be done 
in this field. The increasing number of 
instances of “‘miserable objects of public 
assistance” being changed into “happy 
taxpayers” has been inspiring and prac- 
tical proof that manv of our handi- 
capped can be rehabilitated and made 
useful citizens. 

The committee's report, published in 
the June issue of the Journal of the 
Medical Association of Georgia, de- 
serves earnest attention from ‘every 
thoughtful citizen. Its thought that the 
problem should be met by = states, 
churches, insurance companies, unions 
and other organized groups is sound. It 
should be met and it must be met. 

We are glad to see this problem pin- 
pointed and by the Medica! Association 
of Georgia. It presents a distinct chal- 
lenge as well as an opportunity for 
Southern citizens and the medical pro- 
fession of the region.

Presbyterians Succeed 


In Negro Aid Drive 


Only a few weeks ago, Southern 
Presbyterians set out to raise $2,000,000 
for Negro work in the South. 

A million was to go to strengthen 
Stillman College at Tuscaloosa, Ala., to 
make of it a prep school for Negro min- 
isters. The other million was to go for 
new churches among Negroes who 
wanted them, substantial structures to 


replace the shotgun-type meeting house 
now used by many Negro congrega- 
tions. 

There were misgivings among lead- 
ers of the denomination. <A few, only 
a few, said it shouldn’t be done; a few 
more said that it couldn't. But men 
with courage and vision went ahead. 


They pointed out the need, the fact thate 


there are more unchurched Negroes in 
the South than in the Belgian Congo 
and that Presbyterians have 147 mis- 
sionaries in the Congo Valley. 

Announcement Monday that the $2,- 
000,000 has been. raised proves their 
faith. The fact that the campaign is 
$50,000 over the quota crowns their 
achievement. The attainment is the 
more remarkable when one considers 
that the Presbyterian Church in the 
South has less than 750,000 members. 

The leaders of the campaign, among 
them the Rev. P. D. Miller of Atlanta, 
have earned the praise and gratitude not 
only of their fellow Presbyterians, but 
of the South. Their objectives rise 
above denominationalism. They would 
benefit a region, a nation and the king- 
dom of the Lord.

On Georgia Hillsides 


The profit in the switch to grass on 
hill land is illustrated in a story by Tom 
Davidson of the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice in the June issue of the Soil Con- 
servation News. 

Clarence Thurman of Rabun County 
took sloping acreage that had made a 
scrubby 15 bushels of corn to the acre 
and sowed it in fescue and clover. 


The grass and clover healed the 
gullies over, the soil no longer washed 
away into the mountain creeks, what 
little rainwater did leave the land ran 
away. Clear. 

Farmer Thurman turned cows on his 
lush pastures and from them is getting 
milk that means a $450 return per acre. 

More and more hill country farmers 
are learning what this man in Rabun 
County has proved. Corn may be a 
good bottom lands crop in the moun- 
tains, but growing grass is more prpfit- 
able on the side.

Tivo Wise Men Say 
‘Freedom Is Not Free’ 


Wise old Bernard Baruch warns us 
again that only equality in armaments 
can meet the threat of Soviet aggres- 
sion. He warns .us, too, that ‘tough 
speeches’ will not win the cold war nor 
a hot war—a fact that sometimes seems 
lost to members of Congress who shout 
the loudest against communism while 
busily cutting the defense budget. 

Describing the coming Bermuda con- 
ference of Britain, France and the 
United States as a “fateful moment,” 
the elder statesman says: “It is almost 
as if some master playwright had set 
the stage for a mighty drama in which 
the character of nations is put to test.” 

The words echo those of another fa- 
mous American, Robert E. Gross, chair- 
man of the board and president of 
Lockheed Ajircraft Corporation. Ad- 
dressing the graduating class at Emory, 
Mr. Gross declared: 

“We electrified the world with the 
hope of the League of Nations and re- 
coited from the difficulties of making 
it work.” 

He pointed out that we disarmed 
when we should have remained strong. 
Instead of arousing admiration, we re- 
ceived contempt. We denied the world 
our moral and spiritual leadership—and 
had to remedy our failure in flames for 
half the world. We made the same mis- 
take in 1945 that we made in 1918. 

“The plain truth,” Mr. Gross said, 
“is that freedom is not free. Its mini- 
mum cost is our willingness to defend 
it at all cost. The darkest shadow to- 
day is not the chance we have to fight 
for our freedom. It is the danger that 
we will certainly have to fight a war 
that determination and resolution may 
vet avert.”

Profits Tax Tiff 
Puts Ike on Spot 


WASHINGTON—The_ Eisenhower = ad- 
ministration has gone from the frying pan 
into the fire by its tactics in the House of 
Representatives. 

The objective—to extend the excess 
profits tax another six months—-seemed the 
easier way to handle the tax dilemma, but 

it has proved the hard- 

est. For the issue which 

has developed reaches 

farther than the ques- 

tion of extending an ex- 

isting tax. Quite un- 

necessarily the problem 

has become one of leg- 

islative control of the 

House by the majority 

party, and this sort of 

showdown need never 

gs have heen forced be- 

cause it gives the Democratic minority a 

chance to embarrass the majority and 
frustrate its purpose. 

The situation today is that the law gev- 
erning the excess-profits tax has come to 
the expiration point automatically and, 
while an extension can be voted that is 
retroactive, it doesn’t solve the funda- 
mental problem—why a bad tax is contin- 
ued and no effort is made to substitute 
right away something more equitable and 
fair to all concerned. 


Since everybody, including the adminis- 
tration, agrees that the excess-profits tax Is 
a vicious device that stifles competition and 
aids the bigger companies at the expense 
of the smaller ones, there was nothing to 
prevent the administration from. offering a 
substitute measure that raised the same 
amount of revenue. 

The excess-profits tax was supposed to 
bring in $800,000,000 ‘between now and the 
end of the year. The administration, which 
now estimates its deficit at $5,800,000,000— 
and Senator Taft says it may run as high as 
$7,000,000,000—doesn’t help its standing or 
prestige by insisting on the $800,000,000 
item when everybody knows a cut of that 
amount can be made in the budget expendi- 
tures. 

The real answer is politics. The admin- 
istration is afraid to cut off the excess- 
profits tax six months ahead of the time 
when personal income taxes are to be au- 
tomatically reduced. The previous Con- 
gress voted both of these changes in the 
tax setup. The administration might well 
have come up with the necessary substi- 
tutes, but it was afraid that it couldn't re- 
peal the excess-profits tax in June without 
awarding just as early to the individuals 
the 10 per cent reduction promised them by 
law to become effective Jan. 1. ‘ 

So, instead of facing all the issues—in- 
cluding the cut in foreign aid that should 
have been made—the administration chose 
to ride roughshod over the Republicans in 
the House who, under the leadership of 
Representative Reed of New York, felt that 
the campaign pledges meant at least an ac- 
quiescence in the reductions which had al- 
ready heen voted hy the Democratic Con- 
gress and approved by the Democratic ad- 
ministration,

Rebirth of Spirit 
Shown in Canada 


WASHINGTON—If Canada may be ac- 
cepted as a sample, the British Common- 
wealth of Nations has been infused with a 
sort of rebirth of spirit with the coronation 
of ~— Elizabeth and contemporary and 

subsequent develop- 
ments, some in the 
United States. 

In its most exagger- 
ated expression, this 
new hope includes the 
anticipation that Great 
Britain will become the 
leader of the West, as- 

. suming the role now 

occupied 0) the United 

States. Because of that, 

what has happened psy- 

chologically in England and her Common- 

wealth becomes a fact of importance in 

current events on the international scene, 

including the projected Big Three confer- 

ence in Bermuda which has now been post- 

poned because of Sir Winston Churchill's 

illness and his doctor's orders for a month's 
rest. 

How it pervades our British Common- 
wealth neighbor to the north was impressed 
upon this reporter in a trip across most of 
Canada in the wake of Queen Flizabeth’s 
coronation. Every city and town was still 
a blaze of decorations in honor of the queen, 
and celebrations of one sort and another 
still were in progress. 

The coronation moving pictures in color 
were being exhibited, and people stood in 
line to get into the theaters to see this 
magnificent pageant. 

These reflected the new spirit abroad in 
the British dominion to our north. Inter- 
esting was a dispatch from London by Dave 
McIntosh, staff writer for the Canadian 
press. The dispatch said that many Britons 
seem to think that their nation has assumed 
leadership of the West in the cold war, and 
in substantiation quoted newspaper com- 
ment in London. 


‘During the coronation and its attendant 
festivities, both before and after, London 
enjoved a renaissance as the center of 
world attention.’’ it went on. ‘‘Now, in the 
afterglow of that celebration, many ob- 
servers say Britain still is being regarded 
as leader in things other than how to stage 
a pageant. 

“Those who hold this view say that 
Britain's government, with Sir Winston 
Churchill leading the way, has more or less 
taken the initiative in world diplomacy 
from Washington. . The main reason, 
as reflected in published commentaries 
here, appears to be disappointment with the 
leadership of President Eisenhower.”’ 

Another development incident to the 
coronation which has contributed to the 
new spirit of confidence was the sixth con- 
ference of Commonwealth prime ministers 
in London. Typical of reaction in Canada 
was an editorial in the Winnipeg Tribune 
which spoke of the unanimity at that con- 
ference, which it found most hopeful at a 
time when ‘'the United States is vacillating 
in the field of foreign affairs.’’

Thinks REA Is Doing Okey 
With Tools That Are ‘Free’ 


Atlanta—Your glowing editorial of June 
13, “REA Pays Way and Then Some,”’ loses 
its glamor when viewed on the basis of un- 
biased facts. You state that a refund of 
more than $239,000 (it is assumed this is 
the first) will be made to 15,000 consumers 
of the Colquitt County Rural Electric Co- 
op. which was organized 16 vears ago. Sim- 
ple arithmetic will show this is approxi- 
mately $16 per consumer or $l a year for 
the 16-year period. 

Each consumer deposited a membership 
fee of $5 16 years ago. Present worth of 
$5 invested for this period at 6 per cent in- 
terest would amount to approximately 
$12.80. Deduct this from the $16 °and you 
have $3.20 or 20c pér year for the period. 

You state that “It should be noted, how- 
ever, that these co-op earnings are not 
subject to the usual taxes.’’ Why not state 
all facts and say that these REA Co-ops 
pay no taxes whatever? The only thing 
they do is to collect and remit Georgia 
Sales Tax on consumer bills and probably 
pay a sales tax on certain materials. 
Georgia Power Company pays almost 21 
per cent of its gross revenue, each con- 
sumer dollar, in some kind of tax. 

It is agreed that when government 
grants are repaid REA Co-ops will be the 
owners, but are they to continue operation 
as co-ops or will they enter the field of 
free enterprise and assume their just share 
of taxes? 

The writer has no interest in any pri- 
vate power industry in the world. Neither 
does he have any particular criticism of 
REA. In fact, they have done a fair job 
with free tools. However, it is thought that 
had private industry been given these same 
free tools (long term loans at low inter- 
est rates, freedom from burdensome taxa- 
tion, etc.), they would have done a better 
job.

It's another step forward in Georgia's 
penad=system which has changed from one 
of the worst some vears ago to one of the 
best. There was a time when Georgia con- 
victs were ‘‘leased’”’ to private individuals, 
many of whom abused and mistreated them 
terribly, their only pdrpose being to get as 
much work for as little money as possible. 
3ut Georgia changed all that. 

Take Spalding County for example. 
Only recently the Spalding Worg Camp 
built its own new concrete building to re- 
place old wooden barracks. It was a big 
step ahead on the local level and compares 
favorably with any prison in any county 
our size in the nation. 

We do not believe in coddling prisoners 
because, after all, they are in prison for 
punishment, not for pleasure. But at the 
same time we believe every effort should 
he made to rehabilitate them for their own 
sake as well as for society's. The emplov- 
ment bureau at Reidsville should be a big 
step forward in this direction since inability 
to find a job has forced many a former 
convict determined to live an honest life to 
revert to a life of crime.

What if We were to begin this dav withe 
out the opportunity of drawing largely from 
the expenence of men of another age? How 
utterly lost we'd be. With no experience 
hehind us, every step we took would be an 
experiment. The thought is unbearable! 

Whenever time permits, I love to read 
from a book of history. Judging by the sale 
of historical books, many share this enthu- 
siasm. Why do we read history books? Do 
the books merely record some interesting 
tale that is told? Or is the study of his- 
torv vital to life as we must live it? 

In our study of history we discover the 
frustrating mistakes and the glorious 
achievements of men who walked the trail 
before us. We ought to he better men, 
more talented, more capable and wiser 
hecause we have so vast an experience 
from which to draw lessons for life. 

The past is dead only to that man who 
shuts his ears to the voice of history. To 
the attentive soul the past may become 
a star to chart his course and a road map 
for life’s journey.

Summer is here. It is a 
ous time for your child. It also 
is a dangerous time. He lives 
outdoors. Here he is subject to 
falls, scratches, broken bones, 
bites. What should you do if he 
has an accident? 

First, don’t scream; think. 
Keep calm. If the accident is 
minor and you know what to 
do, do it. If you don’t know, 
call your doctor. Don't use your 
telephone until vour_ doctor 
calls back. Then, if he 
wants the child at a hospital,

use the fastest service possible. 

What do vou do if an animal, 
animal, bites or scratches 
your child? Wash the areas for 
five minutes with white soap 
and water. Rinse with fresh 
hydrogen peroxide. Cover with 
a sterile gauze pad or clean 
towel, 

Check your records to see 
when your child had his last 
tetanus shot. Then call the doc- 
tor. For a human bite follow 
the same procedure. Do not 
apply mud to either bite. 


USE BAKING SODA 


What do you do for an insect 
hite or sting? Remove the 
stinger “if you can). Wash the 
area for five minutes with 
white soap and water. Apply a 
paste of baking soda and water 
and let it remain for half an 
hour. If it itches, apply cala- 
mine lotion. Do not use nail 
polish on the bite. Do not use 
an insect repellent to prevent 
bites without first asking your 
doctor.

do you do for hroken 
hones, either broken or sus- 
pected? Keep the child quiet 
and warm. Telephone vour doc- 
tor. Apply an ice pack to the 
injured part. If the skin is 
broken, cover with sterile 
gauze or a clean nad. Do not 
urge the child to stand on the 
hurt leg or to use the hurt arm. 
Do not try to straighten 1! 
yourself. 

Do not apply an antiseptic if 
the skin is broken. Do not use 
a tourniquet to control bleed- 
ing. (Control it by pressing at 
the bleeding point with sterile 
gauze or a clean towel.) Do not 
give anything by mouth. 


CHECK TETANUS SHOT 

What do vou do for a cut? If 
minor, wash five minutes with 
white soap and water and cover 
with a clean cloth. If deep, 
eover with a clean pad, press 
to control bleeding, and call the 
doctor. If it is a puncture, wash 
five minutes with white soap 
and water and check the childs 
tetanus shot. Again, do not use 
a tourniquet and do not apply 
an antiseptic unless your doc- 
tor tells you to. 

These are a few of the what- 
to-do's and what-not-to-do's 
given concisely and compactly 
in a booklet, ‘‘What Should I
